About $100,000 will be re- 
quired to run the Patriotic 
Fund over the New Year, 
when the government grant 
of $800,000 becomes oper- 
ative, according to John Blue, 
treasurer. To obtain this it

Partners in Blame.

Canada has been used during the 
past two or three vears very ef 
fectively to discourage voluntary 
action toward any sort of war ef 
fort. The National Service eam 
paign, put on with so mueh pro 
mise of energetic regulation of 
everybody gave the impression 
that the Government had decided 
to take matters into its own hands, 
and to tell everyone what he 
should do to help. The result was 
an immediate falling off in volun 
tary enlistment for the army, and 
a notable slaekening al along the 
line of voluntary effort to assist in 
other directions, The Government, 
having practically undertaken to 
direct matters in general, people 
not unnaturally waited to be told 


what they shonld do. Another de- 


terrent has been the failure of the 
Government to impose the finan- 
cial burden of the war upon every- 
body in proportion to his ability 
The man who was in- 
vited to sacrifice his personal in 
terests, the welfare of his family, 
and to offer his life itself for his 
country, naturally wanted to 
know what measure of sacrifice 
was to be demanded from his 
wealthy neighbor, The reply being 
that little or nothing was to be de- 
manded of the other party, the 
prospective volunteer is hardly to 
be condemned for having hesitated 
to sacrifice all that he had to the 
cause.
